Recover 14 
Bodies From 
Sea Crash 


HONOLULU— <* —Rescuers to- 


day pulled mutilated bodies from 
shark-infested waters 350 miles 
east of Wake Island where a 
Transocean A i r l i n e s - passeriger 
plane crashed Saturday night with 
58 aboard. 


Fifty passengers—nine of them 


children—and eight crewmen pre- 
sumably perished in the crash. 


The Navy transport Barrett re- 


covered H bodies including nine 
women and two children. The ves- 
sel asked permission to return to 
Guam because the "bodies are be- 
coming decomposed and becoming 
difficult to recover or identify." 


The Barrett radioed that all of 


th* bodies showed "evidence of 
x-iolent svdden death with multiple 
bruises." The report said a pre- 
vious message t h a t one victim 
showed evidence of flash burns 
proved erroneous. 


Stratton said in his message of 


disapproval that the bill might 
have brought about "racing con- 
tests" for court judgments in the 
event five persons suffered injury 
because of one intoxication. 


The quickest litigant might win 


an award of $15,000, the next $10,- 
000 and the other three claimants 
no settlement at all, he said. 


Also in the batch of vetoes was 


a bill to shorten from five to two 
years the period during which a 
prisoner claiming violation of his 
constitutional rights can file for a 
review under the Post-Conviction 
Act.

Rock Island and St. Clair counties. 


Stratton said the liquor bill was 


"completely silent" on how the 
proposed $25,000-should be divided. 


In the absence of anything-on 


this point, he said, the construc- 
tion might be that if five persons 
were.injured each would be en- 
titled to $5,000.

So construed, the bill would have 


allowed $5,000-to a person injured 
with a group of others and $15.000 
to a person suffering the same 
sort of injury singly. 


He said this possibility was no 


more attractive than that of "rac- 
ing contests." 


In turning down the proposed 


Post - Conviction Act amendment. 
Stratton noted that a man in pris- 
on cannot act to assert what he 
believes are his rights with the 
same freedom and dispatch as one 
not imprisoned. 


He conceded that sometimes "ut- 


terly groundless and frivilous" pe- 
titions for review are filed, but 
said he considered it "sound" to 
leave the present five-year limita- 
tion undisturbed.

France Parades 
Military Units 
On Bastille Day 


PARIS <.f) — France's brightest 


military units, largely equipped 
with American arms, marched to- 
day in the Bastille Day parade as 
thousands cheered. 


It was perhaps the warmest re- 


ception given to a military parade 
in France in four years. The cele- 
bration commemorates the storm- 
ing by the Paris populace of the 
Bastille, ancient fortress 
where 


political prisoners were kept, in 
1789 »t the beginning of the French 
Revolution. 


Units in today's parade ranged 


from coal black Senegalese to pale- 
cheeked scholars from the Poly- 
technic Institute. 


As in previous parades, the bulk 


of the equipment was American. 
It included tanks, light and heavy 
artillery, and motor units. 
But 


there was a much larger contin- 
gent of French armored cars and 
motorized artillery than in previous 
postwar years.

Key Soviet Official Fired 
In Continuing Red Purge 


MOSCOW m—Vyacheslav A. Malyshev. one of the Soviet Union's 


top engineers and planners, has been relieved of his post as minister 
of transport and heavy industry in another major government change. 


The announcement that Maly- 
—^ 
shev- has been replaced by Ivan 
Iiidorovich Nosenko was made in 
the newspaper Evening Moscow. 


Malyshev, a former deputy pre- 


mier, was considered by Western 
authorities to be one of the most 
important men in the Soviet Union 
because hi has held key posts in 
the development of the Soviet in- 
dustrial war potential. What hap- 
pened to him ws* not revealed in 
the dispatch. 


Last April the Kremlin 
sent 


Malyshev to Czechoslovakia to put 
the finger on mismanagement of 
that satellite's lagging foundry *nd 
•tee! industry but he was believed 
to hav* returned to the Soviet 


I Union. 


Malyshev became a vice chair- 


man of the Council of Ministers 
(the Soviet cabinet) in lt»47 and in 
October, 1952, "was elected a full 
member of the Communist parly's 
Presidium. . 


When the new. streamlined Pres- 


idium was announced after Stalin's 
death in March, Malyshev did not 
appear on that body but was given 
the important post of minister of 
.transport and heavy machinery 
building. 


Nosenko, Malyshev's successor, 


also has had continuous experience 
in the field. He succeeded Maly- 
shev as minister of transport en- 
gineering when the latter stepped 
up in I»t7.

Extreme Drouth Forces 
Flood of Cattle on Market 


By L. H. SIMERI, 


Dcpt. of Agricultural Economics 


University of Illinois * 


Eextreme drouth in the South- 


west' is forcing many cattle to 
market. These forced sales may 
provide cattle feeders with oppor- 
tunities to buy feeder calves and 
yearlings, or cows and calves, at 
favorable prices.- 


The drouth is worst in the west- 


ern halves of Texas and Oklahoma 
and in the adjoining parts of states 
to the north and west. Official re- 
ports from Texas say that no gen- 
eral rain has fallen since Septem- 
ber, 1950. Some areas of the South- 
west have been suffering 
from 


drouth for four and even 
five 


years. 


Pastures are burned up. Wheat 


and feed crops are failures. Water 
supplies have dwindled. Farmers' 
credit has been stretched to the 
breaking point. In at 'least one 
county more than half of the farm 
families have moved away. 


Half or more of tho sheep have 


been shipped out, and cattle num- 
bers are being drastically reduced. 
Forced sales of cattle brought a 
sharp drop in prices of stockers 
and feeders in June. The break 
began about a week earlier this 
time than it did last year. 


Recent prices for stocker and 


feeder cattle have averaged fiom 
$12 to $15 per hundredweight at 
different central maikets. Report- 
ed prices in the drouth areas 
lange all the way from around S5 
to SS for stock cows and low-grade 
stockers up to $12 to S16 for best 
calves and yearlings. Some dis- 
tress sales have been reported at 
even lower figures. These prices 
are 40 to 50 per cent lower than 
those of a year earlier. 


Even at tnese lower prices corn- 


belt cattle feeders have been slow 
to take on more cattle. They re- 
member the little profits and many 
losses in 1951-52. And they see 
more and bigger losses on the 
cattle they have on hand now. 


Still, cattle bought at these low- 


er pi ices may make a good feeder 
a little money. Prices for feeder 
cattle have dropped more than 
prices of replacement stock. If the 
drouth is relieved, cattle market- 
ings may be little or no greater in 
1955 than in 1953. Marketings have 
increased 
to normal in 
recent 


months, and they may not increase 
a lot more. 


Then, too, feed supplies promise 


to be very abundant, and probably 
cheaper than in the past year. 


Ahead, also, are possibilities of 


acreage allotments and marketing 
quotas on wheat and corn, and 
these would favor increased pro- 
duction and feeding of roughage- 
consuming livestock. 


On the demand side, no big de- 


pression seems likely for at least 
another year or so. Government 
has several tricks, like tax reduc- 
tion, that would pep up the econo- 
my if it slows down. 


Finally, the production of pork 


is still trending downward. The 
supply probably will run 10 to 12 
per cent below year-earlier levels 
until midwinter; then it will be no 
laiger, 
and 
probably slightly 


smaller, than this year's supply. 
Reduced supplies of pork should 
give a httle support to the cattle 
market. 


All of these facts seem to call 


for Illinois farmers to watch the 
developing situation carefully to 
see what opportunities for profit 
it offers. 


Insect Expert 
Says Spray 
9Hoppers Now 


URBAXA— Small grasshoppers 


arc beginning to show up in large 
numbers 
in 
fencerows, 
along 


roadsides, in meadows and in sec- 
ond-growth clover. And a Univer- 
sity of Illinois insect specialist 
says that right now — when the 
hoppers are small — is the time 
to control them. 


Small grasshoppers with compa- 


ratively small appetites soon be- 
come big grasshoppers with big 
appetites, points out H. B. Petty. 
And hungry hoppers can do a lot 
of damage, to corn or soybean 
fields in just a few days. 


First step is to check fencerows 


and other areas where hoppers 
hatch. If you find many small in- 
sects, in grassy areas near corn or 
soybeans, it will probably pay to 
spray. It will also pay to treat 
clover fields to be harvested for 
seed if you find three to four or 
more hoppers per square yard. 


Aldrin at two ounces per acre, 


chlordane at one pound per acre 
or toxaphene at one and one-half 
pounds per acres will give good 
control. Chlorda^e and toxaphene 
should not be used within three 
weeks of harvest on fields to be 
harvested lor hay.

much water for growth as a corn 
plant. 


And a common mustard plant 


not only uses four times as much 
water as corn, but also takes twice 
as much nitrogen and phosphorus 
and four times as much potash 
from the soil. 


So give your crops a break and 


keep weeds out of your fields. 
Don't forget how important it is 
to clip your pastures and stubble 
fields, Walker says.

URBANA—Biggest cause of hay 


mow fires is putting up hay Uia't 
hasn't boon properly cured. 


John H. Uamser and Dean Wint- 


er, agricultural engineers at the 
University of Illinois, warn you to 
be especially cautious that' your 
hay is below 16 per cent moisture 
content before you put it into the 
mow. 


Your hay is dry enough to stoic 


when it feels brittle as you crum- 
ble it in your hand, the" engineers 
say. 


Second big cause of spontaneous 


combustion m stored hay comes 
fiom ram leaking through holes in 
the barn roof. 


Heating in hay Claris from ac- 


tion of bactena working on the 
plants, Ramser. and Winter point 
out. Bacteria, need at least 1C per- 
cent moisture to live. If the mois- 
ture in your hay is lower than that 
when you store it. the buctena 
can't live and will not cause heat- 
ing. 


You can make your own probe 


out of lengths of pipe to check for 
heating hay. Push the pipe probe 
down into the'interior of the hay, 
and diop a thermometer which 
legisters at, least 22f> degrees down 
the pipe on a string. 


If the temperature of the hay is 


190 degrees or higher, it's time to 
move the hay out before you lose 
your barn. Ramser anil" Winter 
say. When hay gets that hot, it 
generally keeps right on heating 
until it hits 400 degrees or more 
and breaks into flame.

When you icmove the hot hay 


from the barn, be sure to get it far 
away from any buildings. You can 
count the crop lost, but it Us better 
to lose a ciop than to lose a barn 
along with it.

Experts in the field of international politics see small

A tip-off on what very possibly may be the principal 


• case against Beria is to be found in the fifth of six charges 
against him as listed in Pravda, official Communist party 
newspaper: "Attempting to turn the ministry of interior into 
a privately dominated force."

had been craftily increasing his power since Stalin's death. 
Only the day before the announcement of Beria's fall, NEA

The use of what is 
called a bland diet consisting large- 
ly of cooked cereals, 
creamed 


soups, milk products, eggs, fish 
and other non-irritating substances 
and atieiilion to ihe general health 
is desirable. Certain drugs may 
also be Helpful. 


SL'l-'KKKKIJS CAN HELP 


Sufferers who understand the re- 


lation between iheir nerves and 
the symptoms of irritable colon 
can also help themselves a great 
deal by trying-to avoid unneces- 
sary annoyance, worry and emo- 
.ional upsets. If the condition has 
asted lor a great many years, 
reaiment is complicated, long, 
ind often not completely success- 
ul.

Complete Action 


The house and senate completed 


action on a 55.157.232,000 authoil- 
zation bill late .Monday and sent 
it to Eisenhower. 


The authorization was mote than 


300 millions less than the ?5,474,- 
000,000 requested by the Pre.sident. 
But it still represented something 
of an administration 
victory in 


view of forecasts of much bigger 
cuts. 


The authorization measure fixes 


ceilings for the cash voted in a 
money bill, not yet started through 
congress. The program involved 
is for fiscal 3954. two weeks of 
which already have elapsed. 


Vote Kestrlclions 


The authorization includes a pro- 


vision, objected to by the adminis- 
tration, which would require with- 
holding of about a billion dollars 
from Western Europe unless trea- 
ties looking to formation of an in- 
ternational army are ratified. 


A report prepared by the staff of 


the senate appropriations commit- 
tee, made public Monday night 
was highly critical of France and 
of U.S. administration of the for- 
eign aid program thcic. 


In the fiscal year which ended 


last June 30, it continued, plans 
were to give France about 525 mil- 
lion dollars but the amount mush- 
roomed to about $1,300,000.000. In 
the current authorization, France 
is down for about 817 mlihons.

lands, and after missing a couple 
of trophy black bears, he discov- 
ered his stock was swollen like a 
poisoned pup, the

Cherry, while a prettily grained 


piece has that same tendency to

Tru« Circassian walnut, long re- 


garded as the ultimate for fine 
gunstocks, is just a dream as far 
as present imports are concerned 
since the bulk of such wood comes 
from Russian-controlled areas of 
the .Middle East. 


French walnut, usually lighter in 


color, more yellowish than our do- 
mestic woods, may come from 
anywhere on the European con- 
tinent. It does not show a deco- 
rated grain, but rather a stiaight. 
contrasty striping. 


But most of us can get along 


with sound straight-grained Ameri- 
can walnut, so long as it is stiaight 
in the fore-end section where it 
should be, with a touch of interest- 
ing grain back in the butt section 
to dress up Old Betsy.
